The bandits who murdered young
Denton Fowler, assigtant tregsurer ol
the Atlas Building Materisl company
near Newburgh, N. Y., Saturday aft
ernoon, fed through the woods in
siich haste that they dropped the
iredsurer's suit case contalning 5.
G600 n gold, silver and bills. The po
liee found the bag Sunday morniog
while beating up the woods,

In addition to the bag they found
the weapons the cobbers bad used i
the killing, a Winchester repesting
1ifle, a shotgun, two revolvers, twc
caps such  a¢  [allan laborers com
monly wear (n this part of the coun
iry and two ved bandanna handker
chiefs wiioh had been jplerced with
eyeholes and used for masks,

Fhe trail of two of the ussassing
led In a wide course to the brickyard,
where 150 of the employes—italians,
Hungariang, Poles, largely—had been
waiting for Dent Fowler's approach
with their three weeks' pay,

The dispovery of the sultcase, the
rifle, shotgun and revolvers, ete. to
gether with the trall of the two men
{ndicate nlmost conclusively that em:
ployes of the Atlas company, ltallans
slinogtly certalnly, were the men whe
ambushed Fowler and his negro driv
¢r, These, the police think, had the
audagity to run in behind the disap
pearing brickmakers and join in the
bunt,

Lane belleves that at least two
possibly morg cf the brickmalers, de
tached themgelves from the orowd
somptime  In the marniug, slipped
about 600 yards southward sod walt
ed In the small clearing for Fowler.
Lane's party found that 5 or 6§ men
